Eric lives about 100 
feet away from me, and while that wouldn't normally make him hesitate more than a nano- 
second before deciding to stab me, the position he Inherited for his $5 was so lousy 
that he only wanted to get out of the game and into a better one. ((This he managed, 
as I since gave him a few other stand-by slots.)) This rasulted in a tremendously un- 
fair alliance of Austria-Russia against Turkey (Wm. Drakert) - Bill, I apologize. 

Otherwise, the game went relatively normally; thti moves tell most of the story, 
so I won't comment farther. I would like to thank the other players for all their kind 
letters - this game involved more correspondence than any other one I've been in. And 
thanks, John, for G-Ming it. 

TOM KISSNER (H February): In reading this latest GRAU STARK I was surprised not to 
see any comment on our 'glorious* millionaire-communist P; Trudeau's visit to Cuba. 
What do you make of a man who has definitely profited under a democratic system 'making 
up' to Castro like that? When he retires I'm expecting Trudeau to retire to Havana. I 
find Trudeau's behavior a little embarassing and I thought I'd mention it in passing. 

((Don't leap to conclusions. Trudeau may have been acting as a courier between 
Washington and Havana, with benefits to be seen later. Besides, the United States of 
America is not anti-Communist or pro-Communist in itself. The United States of America 
is out to guard and extend its Empire. If this can be done by cooperating with a Commu- 
nist here, and opposing a Communist there, it will be done. Currently, our imperial in- 
tere^w- *::mand good relations with China and Yugoslavia, and bad relations with Russia 
and Cuba. 'Antl -Communism' is not the Empire's reason for existence, and the events of 
the last three decades should persuade anyone that the political abstraction of 'Demo- 
cracy 1 has little to do with America's imperial role in the world.)) 

FERKIN DOYLE (23 January): First I would like to thank John for the service he pro- 
vided for us ((in 1974GO)). Next I wish to thank all the players for an enjoyable game. 
Now to a brief view, English that is, of the game. 

My opening game centered around Russia's aggression and John Brennick ((Germany)) 
being a new player* I tried to form a English-Franco-German pact to move east but was 
unable to keep the latter two from fighting. This was disturbing since I knew that 
once Russia was subdued I would be forced to attack one or the other. 

My preference was to go after Allan ((Amer, France)) in conjunction with a deal 
with Bob Lip ton ((Italy)) but my forces would be telegraphing my intentions just to get 
into position. So, unfortunately, political and personal regard took second place to 
military and economic (MORE supply centers) needs. Is this beginning to sound like one 
of John Boardman's editorials? John ((Brennick)) fought on like a demon but the pres- 
sure on him made it to no avail. John, England salutes you. 

Once John was out of the wav it was time for the BIG BLUE'S push east. Then France 
blundered. Your mistake was your timing, Allan, you should have attacked me in the 
Spring of 1908. You allowed me to be in a position to move back towards home, one more 
move would have really caught me off balance. Mark was intelligent enough to see the 
folly of attacking me and giving France the game which Bill also agreed on. 



WHA r J YOU'VE BEEN HISSING ' 

If you don't subscribe to GRAUSTARK's sister publication EMPIRE, which deals with the 
postal play of board games other than Diplomacy, you've been missing a number of interest- 
ing articles about war-games and war-gaming, and other features as well. Recent issues of 
EMPIRE have included the following games and articles: 

#27 (29 November): David Schwartz writes a new scenario for SPI's tactical game of 
ancient warfare Spartan. This scenario is for the Battle of Emmaus (1 Maccabees gives de- 
tails) which set off the Jewish revolt of 166 BCE. There is also a complete report on 
an over-the-board game of Avalon-iiill's Origins of World War II. 

#28 (13 December). Bill Drakert compares SPI's World War II with Avalon-Hill's Third 
Reich, and Tom Koulouvis raises several questions about the postal play of the former 
game, which are discussed by the editor. The continuing "Intercepted Mail" series fea- 
tured a letter from George Wallace to Aleksandr Solzhenitsyn. (Other letters in this ser=- 
ies are one from an Arab sheikh to Ralph Nader, one from a policeman who solves a murder 
by astrology, and one from Mayor Beame about creating an East Village tourist attraction 
called 'Hippieland* .) 

#29 (27 December): Al Hofi reports on the Sacred Winter Solstice Feast in the King- 
dom of Skandalutz, and the editor reports the annual award of the Ignobel Prizes in the 
neighboring Grand Duchy of Wogastisburg-Schl&mpenbttttel. (Naturally, two Lebanese fac- 
tional leaders shared the War Prize. ) The opening moves are played in Spartan's Asculum 
scenario, the largest yet tried postally and the first involving elephants. On the Rus- 
sian front in the first postal World War II game, General Winter rips open the German line* 

#30 (10 January): The second draft of the postal World War II rules are published, 
ana a game begins to test them. The British win a narrow victory -ti Frigate's Madras 
scenario, and a real slugest develops In a Camperdown game. 

#31 (24 January) 1 The first of ? series of articles on SPI's new fantasy war-game 
Sorcerer appears. In the Casi?inum scenario from SPI's Legionj the Franks complete their 
encirclement of the Romans and then begin to discover that the k'ataphraktoi are the best 
trcpsof the entire pre-gunpowder era. And there's also verse: Michael Hunt's f ilk song 
"Giovanni Battista Montini". 

#32 (7 February): The second article on Sorcerer tells how to play it postally, and a 
game begins to try them out. Also, an article describes the career of the German dread- 
nought Goeben , and postal p. 1 ay begins of an EMPIRE-de signed scenario of postal Dreadnought 
which features the duel between the Goeben and the Yekateri na. A regular feature, the 
Game Exchange, lists for free the games and gamin« 'zines that readers want to buy or sell. 

#33 (21 February): The British get battered in the Frigate scenario Lissa, but seem 
to be doing all right in Cape Finisterre. A third Sorcerer article gives hints on playing 
the solitaire version, and an article exposes to the public the names and covers of all 
espionage agents from the Four And A Half Kingdoms who are operating In Greater New York.

There are some days in which it seems that all the stories in the newspaper have a 
common theme. Such a day was 10 February 1976. On thit memorable day, the following news 
stories all appeared in the same edition of the New York Post - which, granted, is not a 
newspaper to extenuate the errors of the wealthy and influential unless they happen to be 
named Dorothy Schiff . 

1. The headline story told how Patricia Hearst regiled the courtroom for three hours 
with the tale of how her patrician body was outraged and her noble mind warped by the mem- 
bers of the Symbionese Liberation Army. This story, of course, clashes violent^ with the 
tapes she sent to the media during her 19-mcnth absence with the SLA, and also with a de- 
position that she made after her arrest in hopes of lowering her bail. These apparent 
contradictions, however, all disappear when the purpose of this trial is understood. The 
verdict is already determined - this is as much settled as is the date of the next summer 
solstice. Either Patty Hearst is going to be found "Not Guilty" or she will be found 
"Guilty" with a sentence that will not be practically different from acquittal - six months 
of probation, maybe, or "Sentenced to time served", or a short stay in a posh sanitarium, 
all in the key of "Hasn't this poor girl suffered enough?" This is what will happen, and 
everything that she or her lawyer or the judge says at the trial is aimed at making it 
seem plausible. 

2. The other front page story tells how Peter Buech, ?0-year-old son of beer magnate 
August A. Busch Jr., shot and killed a friend at the Busch mansion in Missouri. "The wea- 
pon discharged while they were examining it, police, quoted young Busch as saying... no 
charges have been filed." If it were two poor blacks in a Harlem apartment, of course, 
someone would do time for manslaughter one at the \rery least, but the Busch mansion keeps 
its secrets. 

Nor should the private business of the Busch and Hearst families be solved in any 
other way. There is one law in this country for the rich and another for the poor. Some 
may applaud this practice, and some may deplore it, as we may applaud or deplore a rain- 
storm according to how it affects our own interests, but none can deny it. And no one 
should oppose it, either. Anyone who tries to change the fact that Busch and Hearst are 
different from Smith and Jones would have to overturn an entire social structure. And we 
know what happens to people who try to overturn social structures in this country. First 
they are aaade laughingstocks by the media. If this doesn f t work, their organizations are 
Infiltrated by government agents, and either made ineffective or persuaded to get violent, 
and then locked up. If this doesn't work either t the National Guard is called out. •'The 
rich are different from us", you better believe it. 

3. The Reverend Billy James Hargis turns out to have engaged in some highly irrever- 
end activities. It all started in 1974, after he'd married two students at his American 
Christian College. On their honeymoon, they confessed to each other that Hargis had had 
both of them. Three other male students also Told All. 

Hargis apparently talked his boyfriends into bed by a characteristic appeal to 
scripture - in this case to 2 Samuel 1:26, in which David laments for Jonathan: "Very 
dear to me you were, your love to me more wonderful than the love of a woman." (Hargis, 
with a wife and four children, had an experimental basis for such comparisons.) Of 
course, he was on solid ground with this interpretation. 1 Samuel 20:41 relates the last 
parting of David and Jonathan with these words: "They kissed each other and both shed many 
tears." The Jerusalem Bible notes: "Lit., 'wept copiously 1 , conj. Text uncertain." The 
King James Bible is more explicit: "And they kisjed each other, and wept with each other, 
until David Exceeded." Those lest two words are in Hebrew " David higdil" , which means 
"David was enlarged". Yeah. 

However, Hargis, who is identified with conservative political causes, intends to 
continue his ministry. Such works include his book Is the School House the Proper ?lace 
to Teach riaw Sex. It sold 250,000 copies.

4. William Cahn, who served l^years as District Attorney of Nassau County, went on 
trial on eight counts of faking his expense accounts. After this trial is over, there* 11 
be others In perjury, mail fraud, and tax evasion. 

5. It has finally been revealed that the late Whit taker Chambers was a homosexual. 
If you kept your ears open during Alger Hiss's perjury trial in 1949, you would have 
learned then that Hiss and Chambers, the principal prosecution witness, had once been lov- 
ers. (An added dimension was provided by a rumor that Chambers was then seeing Hiss's 13- 
year-old son.) It is not certain how these revelations will affect Chambers' admirers on 
the editorial staff of National Review . 

6. It is often said that we should elect very rich people to public office, because 
no one could bribe them. However, Prince Bernhard of the Netherlands, husband of the 
world's richest monarch, seems to have been the high Dutch official who took a bribe of 
$1,100,000 from Lockheed so that the Dutch Air Force would use the Starfighter. The re- 
port claims that If a commission of inquiry verifies these charges, Queen Juliana will 
'have to* abdicate. Left unanswered is the question of why the United States of America 
will permit a subject ally of the Netherlands' pliability to get rid of a pro-American 
royal couple In favor of an unknown quantity. Prince Bernhard and Queen Juliana are where 
they are because the United States of America wants them and can use them where they are. 
That's all there is to it. 

7. Several members of Congress have confirmed that, when President Nixon was trying 
to talk them out of voting impeachment against him, he casually mentioned that "I can go- 
in my office and pick up the telephone and in 25 minutes, millions of people will be 
dead." This is, of course, perfectly true. The members of Congress would have found out 
a few things about major league power politics if President Nixon's health had permitted 
him to continue in office, and they had been so foolish as to persist in their 'impeach- 
ment' campaign. But the danger remains that they might try it again, against a healthier 
President . 

8. Richard Burton got Elizabeth Taylor to re-marry him by promising that he would 
give up alcohol. But he was smashed out of his gourd at 8 AH on their second wedding day. 

9. Senator Warren Anderson, majority leader of the New York Senate, solemnly decried 
the Great Marijuana Menace by, among other things, declaring that the two ounces it would 
be legal to possess under a proposed law could be used to roll no fewer than 200 joints.

Oh - buried at the bottom of Jack Anderson's column was a story on how Senator Edward 
Kennedy had saved a woman's life when elevator doors closed on her neck. But that, I 
guess, isn't as newsworthy. 

Just in case some new breaks come on any of these stories, it should be noted that 
these two pages were placed on stencil on Wednesday 11 February 1976. 

ONE T 10NTH LATER 

The above news stories, from the oerspective of 11 ?larch 1976, show little change. 
The Hearst trial still trudges cn, and will be followed by two more covering Her Lady- 
ship's alleged activities in Los Aogeles and Sacramento. William Cahn's jury split 11-1 
against him and the case will be re-tried. The Burtons are separated again, ho hum. 
There has been utterly no follow-up whatever on the Nixon and Hargis stories. The House 
of Orange is still solidly affixed to the Dutch throne. Whittaker Chambers is still en- 
shrined in a niche in the chapels of American conservatism. Warren Anderson has aban- 
doned the marijuana issue and gone back to his life's great work - the destruction of New 
York City. 

Oddly enough, a week ago a manslaughter indictment was brought in against Peter 
iiusch. Such things happen when prosecutors are afflicted with eesire for higher office, 
or 'Dewey's Syndrome'' as it is known professionally. Such prosecutors think that there 
is a rising tide of public revulsion against wealth, and that they can score points by 
catering to it. They then try to solicit campaign contributions from the relatives, 
friends, and business associates of the people they're trying to put in jail, and find to 
there surprise that none of them are interested. This is followed by a sudden vanishment 
from public life.

It has Veen rurrored for some time, and now it has come to pass. Games Research 
Inc. of Boston, which. has published Diplomacy ever since it bought the copyright from 
designer Allan B. Calhamer in 7961 , has sold the game to Avalon-Hill of Baltimore, 
This was confirmed in a letter sent to postal Diplomacy Game smasters on 22 February , 
1976, J ehn R. Moot , GRI' s President, • . 

Between the lines it is possible to read considerable financial distress at GRI. 
Diplomacy has always been their biggest money-maker; What's That cn MY Head? is a rather 
lame game applying logic to a modern version of the old ' head-painting ! ,puzzle, and Con- 
vention is only good for sale every fourth year. (See the review in GRAUS^ARK #257* en 
the last occasion of this quadrennial foolishness.) If GRI had to sell Diplomacy, t.he 
firm may not he long for this world. 

Avalon-Hill, the giant of the war-gaming field, is "apparently bent on acquiring the 
hetter games of many small firas. A-H recently bought Wooden Ships & I?«n Men from 
Battlelihe, a firm which has only one other game listed in the Games Rating* Charts }m 
the latest Strategy & Tactics . It is a tactical game on naval warfare from the age of 
sail, and is quite popular with war-gamers though in my opinion it is more ermplicated 
than SPI's comparable game Frigate, which is played postully in GRAUSTARK ' s sister nub- 
•licatiin EMPIRE. * 

Diplomacy rating services are in a quandry about how to rate a new gam© that has 
Just begun. According to Dag Walker lei n, publisher of Everything I Want to Do to Pos- 
tal Diplomacy and Don't Try. Asking About Itj the Beardman Number ft this new game is 
1???^$.' The players are':

Therefore,., like 
the all-New York City games, this one has to be counted as 'local 1 . " 

John Beshara recently sent a clipping from Action, the newsletter of the Action Com- 
mittee' on Arab-American Relations. (Action has Just resumed publication after a mysteri- 
ous -fire in its printing plant. ACAAR is the personal hoHfy of Dr. M. T. Mehdi, *;he spe- 
eializej ih making the Arab case in the Middle East as preposterous as possihle.) 

This clipping claimed that, on 3 February 1976, anyone dialing the numher of the 
New York office of the Palestine Liberation Organization. was told that the numher had 
been changed. This recorded announcement gave a new number. The new number turned out 
to belong to the Israeli consulate'. 

I have no doubt that this Item was printed, and sent cn to me, in a tone of high 
moral indignation, Passed around during a collating session, it instead received a re- 
action of general laughter. 

There is probably no sinister Zionist plot here. My own guess is that s*me tele- 
phone canpany installer, seeing the name. ^Palestine 1 , dredged up a memory of the geo- 
graphy of the Middle East from a long-gone sunday school class.

Next to 16 New Yorkers, the best 
represented state is of all places Virginia, with 5. (They live j_i Reston, McLean, Ar- 
lington, Alexandria, and Charlottesville. That CIA crowd must be taking a busman's ho- 
liday with Diplomacy.) Next after Virginia are New Jersey and Indiana (!) with 3 each. 

Active players will get as a rider with this issue the Gemignani Awards ballot, 
which was discussed in the last issue.

This will be the last issue ef GRAU STARK which will bs printed on this rather ii>- 
adequate white paper. Several months ago I got an order of this, and found (as readers 
will ruefully recall) that print on it can be made ligible only by the Intolerably slow 
process of s lip she e ting , This in turn required that as much ef the issue be printed in 
advance as could be managed, which in turn accounts for the material on pp. 9-10 being 
so badly dated. The supplier of the paper has found to his chagrin that the labels on 
the ream wrappers did not at all correspond with the quality of the paper within, and he 
has instituted an inquiry. 

Meanwhile, I have laid in a large supply of a much better paper, at all of 4£ a ream 
less. Beginning with GRAU STARK #344 and EMPIRE #35, this paper will be used for these 
publications - to, no doubt, the general relief of postal war-gamers.

Also in #34 is a review 
of Avram Davidson's The Enquiries of Doctor Eszterhazy , and the first wwes in two pos- 
tal games ^f Sorcerer,.

Much literature, frrm Shakespearean plays down to the romantic novel which gave this 
'zine a name (and its hundreds of imitators) have dealt with a disputed succession to a 
throne. In the absence of the rightful king, the public mind is shown as dispiriced, 
c«nfused, resentful, or rebellious. 

Citizens *f elective states may find this a bit difficult to understand. But we 
too have a liking for stability and continuity in public affairs - and we have our own 
notions of 'legitimacy 1 . There is a certain process which legitimizes a ruler in the 
public mind, and if it did not take place, everyone is uneaay. This is true whether 
the process is called 'hereditary monarchy 1 , 'constitutional legitimacy ' , or 'the man- 
date of heaven 1 . 

The usually sarcastic Russell Baker recently wrote a serious article on this topic 
in the New York Times Magazine of 15 February 1976. The article attempts to assess the 
puMic mood from the vantage-point of Washington. Baker comes to this conclusion: 

a I saw a Congress that no longer trusted Kissinger making it clear they didn't 
trust him. I saw a President with no mandate to govern being treated Idke a President 
with no mandate to govern. 

"But ohe imperial Presidency remains intact. Congress has passed no significant 
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law to dismantle* any of the powers built into the Presidency under Roosevelt, Truman, 
Eisenhower, Kennedy, Jonnson and Nixon. Press and television still focus most of their 
light on the White House and ignore Congress. And, most importantly, all thought and 
discussion centers n the monumental question of who the next President, the genuine, 
elected President, will be. 

"After so much devastation, one thinkd, something basis should have changed, and 
yet very little has. Although Watergate has ruined men, the apparatus of the Super- 
presidency. s .is still there, and public expectations of the office still seem to make 
Americans hunger for an ideal man to fill it.. .Most persons I talk to this year still 
seem to be dreaming of the perfect President, that amalgam of Washington, Jafferson, 
Lincoln end Roosevelt who will one day appear out of the tube to save us." 

And this is why I stand by my presidction of GRAU STARK #341, that the present poli- 
tical process is being orchestrated to place Senator Jackson in the Unite House by ait 
enormous popular landslide, and with large Democratic majorities in Congress. I also 
stand by my belief that Vietnam and Watergate ware not detours and ancmalies from the 
way the United States is operated, but that the present spate of breast-beating is. 
With a President who has 'legitimacy' in the sense of Baker 1 s words, the United States 
of America and its empire will get back to business as usual.

On p. 17 the Roman name ef the Israeli town of Shechem is given as 'Scythla Neape- 
lis' • It is actually 'Flavia Neapolis', Since 'Flavius 1 was the clan name ef the Empe- 
rer Vespasianus, who suppressed the Jewish revolt of 66 CE, it was presumably renamed in 
his honor.

This Is a sort ef follow-up to the "Mikity are Fallen" theme ef the news items ci- 
ted on pp. £-10. According to the New York Post of 24 February 197°> Jesus Chrxst went 
en trial in Hartford, Connecticut, on charges of attempted robbery, carrying a weapon 
in a car, and assaulting a policeman. The defendant, who also uses the name "George 
I>tsc*", gave his name as Jesus Christ when he was arrested "to conceal his arrest frem 
neighbors and friends". Now a mean ol' judge says that since Chriat/Dotson used this 
alias for more than three days after his arrest, he must go to trial using it. 

The United States of /imerica seems to be re-organlzing its Empire on a "straw-boss" 
system. That is, one power of the second or third rank is going to get US recognition 
and assistance in managing its region of the world in the interests of the Empire. In 
the Far East, fr.r example, China is playing this role, and has since President Nixon's 
first visit thsre. This, in fact, may be the reason whyithe United States no longer 
has combat forces in Vietnam. Why fight to conquer a country when you can hire someone 
locally to run it for you? 

Brazil is the South American straw boss. This was confirmed recently when Prime 
Minister Kissinger signed an agreement in Brasilia, recognizing Brazil "as a world power 
and the closest Latin American ?lly of the United States," (New York Post, 20 February 
1976) Confirmation, if you need it, comes from various South American exiles and mal- 
contents who claim that their country's police are going to Brazil to be trained in the 
use cf torture. 

Israel is. of course, the Middle Eastern straw b^ss. Egypt serves in the back-up 
role, since the region's demography requires an Arao in this role as well. Ever since 
President Nasser's sudden death, President Sadat has moved Egypt closer and closer to 
the service of USint erests in the Arab world. 

In northwest Africa, Morocco is our Empire's straw-boss, as the recent Saharan cri- 
sis has shown. The United States has just 'sold' 24 F-5E's to King Hassan II to help him 
fill' this role. (New York Times , 22 February 1976) In a recent skirmish the Moroccan 
army smashed an Algerian attempt to horn in on the future of the western Sahara's phos- 
phate deposits. And, if Portugal or Spain should attempt to leave the American Empire, 
Morocco will serve as a convenient base to bring them back into line. 

In Black Africa, Zaire is shaping up as our Empire's straw-boss. After Nigeria 
(which is riven with ethnic squabbles) and Ethiopia (where a military dictatorship has 
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a precarious grip on a famine-. strloken nation), Zaire is the most populous nation of 
Black Africa. It borders on nine other African nations - a record for the continent - 
and can convenient^ serve as beth a military and an industrial base. If the Communists 
should be so foolhardy as to take full power in Angola, they can easily find themselves 
squeezed between Zaire and South Africa,

On 22-25 January 1976 the military l^nds of the Royal Marines and the Black Watch 
gave performances at kadison Square Garden in honor of the Bicentennial. ("Their pre- 

joint public engagement in North America was fighting for King George III." - New 
York Tjme d , 12 January 1976) Al Nofi comments "First Hirohito, now these guys. In 
2148 will Israel invite the German Army?" 

Actually, this is being a bit unfair. There are few better people against whom to 
run a war than the British - if, of course, your skin happens to be white. I once knew 
a veteran of the Kaiser's army who complained about the treatment he got from the Brit- 
ish after they took him prisoner in 1917. When pressed for details, he said that in the 
British POW camp coffee has been unobtainable - so instead, he had to drink tea! 

Besides, Lloyd de Mause of the Institute for Psychohistory has already explained 
why the American Revolution was fought. In a talk he gave at a AAAS meeting in Boston, 
he said that colonial mothers "were the most advanced in the world, abandoning the phy- 
sical cruelty still common in Furope for a newer method »f childr earing that mixed to- 
tal psychological control with loving". Nowadays, of. course, this sort of thing is 
called 'permissiveness 1 , and is often recognized as a cause of revolutionary longings 
in children thus raised. "The Revolution thus became a massive 'regression-rebirth 
fantasy 1 , de Mause said." (New York Post , 26 February 1976)

1974IA - PRESS RELEASE 

CONSTANTINOPLE (People's Press): The headquarters of the IIRA (International Irish 
Republican Army), the paramilitary group holding power in the Trans-Euxian Socialist Re- 
public (formerly the Ottoman Empire), announced t»day its plan for a world-wide peacs 
based on a coalition cf "the four Christian Powers". This latter term is evidently based 
on the expected elimination of Protestant England in the near future, and the growing use 
by the TBSR of mobilized southern Slavs for tro»ps - an interpretation given credence by 
the repeated references to the British as "heretics" by the head of the IIRA, one Captain 
Sulieman 0'Hara. 

"The TESR has reached its natural and pre-ordained' limits," he said. "We desire 
only a swift end to the war, so that we* may proceed with the Inquisition." 

When reporters expressed surprise at this latter aspect, O'Hara replied, "Nobody 
expects the Inquisition."
